Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-27 are allowed. For the purposes of allowance the original numbering 
of the claims has been changed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The general concept of enhancing an audio signal through filtering a frequency 
range of the signal and scaling that filtered range was known in the art as evidenced by 
Aarts et al (US 61 1 1 960). However, the examiner has not found prior art that teaches 
or suggests the modification of Aarts in order to provide a dividing of the filtered 
frequency range using a segmenting unit into time-segments that are replicas of the 
selected filtered audio signal frequency range, wherein the time segments are defined 
by zero crossings of the filtered audio signal, as defined in the independent claims 1 
and 13. Other prior art has been cited herein regarding audio signal enhancement of 
selected frequency ranges. However the other prior art of record also fails to teach or 
provide suggestion to arrive the combination of the elements and steps presented in the 
independent claims, again when said elements or steps are collectively considered in 
regards to each claim. For at least the reasons listed above, the dependent claims are 
also allowed in view of their dependency upon the independent claims.
